and also the decision 1 y tne general 
claims commission ot t>uch cases as 
may be placed before it relating to 
confiscation of oil lands tinder 
the 


much-mooted Article -7 of the Mexi- 
can constitution. 


Diplomacy has <.:\l.austed the sub- 


ject so far as the department of st 
is concerned in that both sides have 
made plain their respective viewpoints 
and the deadlock is only a matter of 
legal interpretation. There has been

Claims commission, but the American 
sovcrnment feels that having given 
a solemn treaty pledge Mexico can- 
not fail to weigh the consequences of 
any refusal to abide by the commis- 
sions decisions.

Washington, D. C. —<A>)— Solution 


for the -10-year-old dispute between 
Chile and Peru over the sovereignty 
"of the provinces of Tacna and Arica 
was a« far away Tuesday as it was 
when the American plebiscitary com- 
mission decided 
that a. 
successful 


plebiscite was out of the question. 


Peru, in a note presented to the 


slat""- deportment Monday by Ambas- 
sador Velirdc. rejected the proposal of 
Secretary Kellogg, made almost two 
months ago. that the provinces be 
reded with appropriate guarantees, to 
l.ind-locked Bolivia. 
The latter had 


previously accepted the proposal and 
Chile had agreed to it in principle. 


Thus. American arbitration officials 


find themselves in the position of hav- 
ing had turned down what Secretary 
Kellogg described as the only remain- 
ing avenue of escape from the con- 
troversy. 


Peru pointed out in her latest note 


that since the plebiscite had not been 
held, Tacna and Arica "continue to 
be Peruvian" and asserted that she 
could not accept the proposed cession 
of the province to "anyone, whether 
by purchase or by any other method 
because, he who has been 
defending 


for more than forty ye^irs his rights 
over the snid territories cannot con- 
vert them into a merchandise, sub- 
ject to a price, however large th:s 
may be."

TRAINMEN TIMID 


Only the timidity or uncertainty of 


the crew of a Green Bay and Western

Kindschy was traveling to Wau- 


paca, and at Scandinavia he was oblig- 
ed to leave one train to take the "stub" 
line to his destination.

The appropria- 
tion is in addition to the annual $750.- 
000 appropriation, which is practical- 
ly exhausted. Commissioner John D. 
Jones, Jr.. told the legislature. 


A complete analysis of the tuber- 


culosis eradication work in Wiscon- 
sin was presented to the legislature 
Tuesday by Commissioner Jones who 
expects that the testing will be com 
pleted in 1331. 


Commissioner "Jones disclosed that 


"the department is informed that the 
city of Chicago will, ?n the very near 
future, require that all cream used 
in the manufacture of ice cream be 
produced by tested herds." 
ADDITIONAL TESTING NEEDED 
Mr. Jones foresees that additional 


testing will be necessitated by this 
contemplated action, or the business 
of the dairymen in southern Wiscon 
sin. supplying these ice cream plants,

WAGES AND WORK 


AT INDIANAPOLIS 


Annual Convention Will Be 


Held for About 10 Days, 
Starting Jan. 25 


Indianapolis, Ind.—(/?)—Crystalizing 


sentiment on 'wages ana working con- 
ditions is the major task confronting 
representatives of the 500.000 mem- 
bers of the United Mine "Workers of 
America, who will meet here in con- 
vention, Jan. 23. Fifteen hundred or 
more delegates will come from all 
parts of the United States, from Xovia 
Scotia and British Columbia. 
The 


conventions, held biennially, usually 
are in session ten <!ays or two weeks. 


The present wage scale for bitumin- 


ous fields, effected by the miners and 
operators at Jacksonville, Fla.. three 
years ago expires on March 31. On 
February 1! at Miami, Fla.. the scale 
committee on the soft coal miners will 
meet the scale committee of the op 
craters of the central competitive ficlc 
to consider wages antl •working condi 
tions. 


The miners committee vrill receive 


instructions as to procedure from the 
Indianapolis convention. 


A miners convention has not been 


held since 1924. the regular one for 
392G having been postponed because 
the wage problems could not be dis- 
cussed until this year when the pres- 
ent agreement expires. 


The present basic wage for soft coal 


•workers is $7.50 a day. This rate has 
been in effect since 1920 when the 
United States coal commission adjust 
ed differences between the minors anO 
operators. 
The Jacksonville confer- 


ence continued the agreement another 
three years. 
f 


The Miami conference is to adjust 


wages only for the central compel! 
tive field which comprises Illinois. In- 
diana, Ohio and western Pennsylva- 
nia. 
It. however, in effect sets the 


scale for the entire bituminous indus- 
try as other fields follow tho lead of 
the central which is the largest pro- 
ducer of soft coal. 


The Indianapolis convention will be 


rnade up of delegates from loth the 
anthracite and bituminous workers, 
but the former will have no part in 
the -wage discussion. The anthracite 
men made their agreements separate- 
ly. 
Their present contract, arrived 


at last year, Is in force until 1930. 


AH matters of policy will be decided 


upon by the miners' delegates'. The 
time expired today for the reception 
of resolutions, grievances and propo- 
sitions to change the constitution, as 
these must be in the hands of the sec- 
retary ten days before the convention. 


Miners officials will not comment 


upon the possible trend of the wage 
discussion at the convention, declaims 
as John L. Lewis, the president, puts 
It: 


"It _would be injudicious for eithpr 


miners or operators to venture before 
the Miami conference, its ideas of the 
proper wage terms. And were such a 
venture to be made, it would be a 
fcaphazardous guess." 


The miners are expected to agree 


to ask tho operators to aid them in 
demanding an adjustment of freight 
rates -so as to eliminate the present 
advantage of the "West Virginia and 
eastern Kentucky coal fields in com- 
petitive territory. 


There undoubtedly will be a gen- 


eral discussion of British miners and 
the result of their strike last year,

The Gillett Canning company packs 


string beans, beets and peas. Last 
summer, the company abs >rbed the 
product of 200 acres of beans, 500 
acres of peas and 60 acres of bee*s. IP 
all, 
the company packed 100 cars of 


these products. 


For the pea crop, the comp- .y rents 


the land from farmers and does the 
planting, but the beans and beets are 
purchased from groweis. For the bean 
crop, the company paid the growers 
last season ?30,000, for rent of land 
for peas. ?10,000, and 510,000 for beets 
purchased. The pay roll o' help last 
season amounted to $36,000.

Bonduel, a 
local cattle buyer,
